a  time  when  periodical  works  luve  acquire J  a  circulation,  and  an  iii. 
iluence  on  the  minds  ot  mcn,,ini]>ret'edeiited  in  tlse  annals  ol  literature,  the 
ECLKCTIC  RfeVIKW  is  presumed  to  have  peculiar  and  very  urgent  clain^ 
to  public  favour.  The  flattering  patronage  it  has  rctcived  from  various  res¬ 
pectable  quarters  since  its  commencement  in  iSoj,  and  its  present  extensive 
and  rapidly  increasing  sale,  which  has  rendered  it  necessary  to  reprint  part 
(pf  the  work,  are  highly  gratifying  to  its  Conductors:  but  they  apprehend 
there  is  a  considerable  number  of  individuals  to  whom  an  exposition  of  its 
principles  and  plan  may  not  be  unacccpUble,  and  to  whose  philanthropy  and 
intelligence  tliey  may  confidently  appeal  for  additional  support. 

The  nature  and  utility  of  Reviews  are  well  known.  The  Eclectic  Review, 
like  other  works  of  the  kind,  comprises  Accounts  of  the  principal  modern  books 
as  early  as  possible  after  they  arc  published,  with  Abstracts,  and  Specimens,  of 
their  contents  ;  forming  at  once  a  Guide  in  the  choice  of  books  for  perusal  or 
purchase,  a  Compendium  of  valuable  knowledge,  and  a  convenient  Vehicle  for 
literary  or  scientific  disquisition.  The  Eclectic  Review  has  the  additional  recom¬ 
mendation  of  including,  in  each  number,  a  copious  Summary  of  Literary  Intel¬ 
ligence  from  all  civilized  parts  of  the  world,  and  a  Priced  List  of  recent  English 
Publications.  It  is  more  importantly  distinguished  by  the  following  characteristics; 
which  constitute  its  peculiar  pretensions  to  the  fas’oiir  of  the  Christian  world. 

The  Object  of  the  Eclectic  Review  is  purely  of  a  benevolent  kind.  It  was 
not  instituted,  like  ordinary  periodical  works,  with  a  view  to  private  emolument ; 
its  Conductors  are  pledged  to  devote  the  profits  of  its  sale  to  the  lunds  of  a 
Society  for  circulating  the  Holy  Scriptures.  It  was  not  instituted  with  any  design 
to  advance  the  interests  of  a  party  ;  its  Conductors  arc  pledged  to  observe  an  inva¬ 
riable  neutrality  with  regard  to  the  several  classes  of  good  men,  and  their  peculiar 
diflerences  of  opinion.  Its  main  design  was  to  employ  the  influence  of  literature 
in  promoting  the  prevalence  of  true  religion  anl  morality.  Literature,  like  every 
other  benefit,  has  in  all  ages  been  perverted  to  injurious  purposes  ;  in  our  own  time 
it  has  been  rendered  the  instrument  of  disseminating  the  most  pernicious  principles 
under  the  most  popular  and  specious  forms.  Even  works  of  criticism,  which 
possess  pre-eminent  means  ot  corrupting  the  public  sentiment,  not  merely  by  in- 
lusing  into  their  observations  the  poison  gf  error,  but  by  recommending  books 
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that  arc  inibiicil  wiili  it  and  obstructing  the  circulation  of  antidotes,  Ijave 
been  notoriously  active  in  promoting  the  ascendancy  of  opinions,  which,  for  the 
present  and  future  inteicst*  of  mankind,  they  should  have  been  equally  studious 
to  suppress.  The  injury  which  has  resulted  to  the  principles  of  literary  men, 
and  especially  of  the  young,  is  incalculable.  It  has  been  judged  the  most  eligible 
remedy,  to  institute  a  similar  work,  which,  by  the  rectitude  of  its  principles,  and 
file  ability  of  its  execution,  might  in  some  measuie  avail  to  restrain  and  chastise 
the  lirentious!iess  of  perverted  literature,  to  counteract  and  supersede  the  irre¬ 
ligious  and  immcral  journals,  and  to  defend  the  opinions,  the  characters,  and  tlic 
exertions  of  7.caIou\  Christians,  against  the  attacks  wliich  they  sutfti  from  the 
press;  a  work,  in  short,  w  Iiicii  might  he  safely  and beiichcially  committed  into  the 
hands  of  inquirii'.g  south,  and  which  the  wise  and  good  might  peruse  without 
pain  and  recommciut  without  sciuple.  I 

'I  he  Prirtiiplt't  adopted  by  the  KcUctic  Review  are  implied  in  the  explanation 
of  its  object.  Submitting  with  impTuit  deference  to  the  authority  and  the  dic¬ 
tates  of  Revelation,  it  cannot  regard  erroneous  sentiment  in  Religion  as  a  trivial 
or  indilferent  thing.  It  strenuously  maintains  those  primary  doctrines,  which 
are  asserted  in  the  Confc>sions  of  our  National  Churches,  and  which  are  gene¬ 
rally  held  as  essential  distinctions  of  Christianity  by  the  devout  and  intelligent 
ot  all  denominations.  A  constant  reference  to  those  principles,  in  its  disqui¬ 
sitions  on  mnrjU  and  cliaracter,  is  a  peculiar  feature  of  its  plan.  It  is  the  friend 
ut  icligious  union  ;  and  studiously  aims  to  abate  the  jealousy  of  contending 
sects,  by  directing  their  attention  from  tlie  secondary  points  on  which  they 
diflVr  to  the  important  truths  on  which  they  agree.  It  is  the  conlial  sup¬ 
porter  of  our  excellent  Constitution,  and  the  zealous  advocate  of  civil  and 
redigious  liberty. 

On  the  Execution  of  the  work  it  would  l)e  indecorous  in  the  Conductors  to 
expatiate.  They  have  conscientiously  endeavoured  to  oh'<<  rvc  the  strictest  impar-. 
tiality  ;  and  to  maintain  the  rights  of  litciaturc  with  that  vigilance,  which  ^ 
may  peculiarly  be  expected  from  a  tribunal  that  is  not  interested,  like  the  pro- 
prletois  of  other  journals,  in  the  hooks  on  which  it  decides.  They  have  spared 
no  rxeiti('ns  ar.d,  no  expente  to  procure  such  literary  assistance,  as  might  in- 
tiflr  the  Review  to  tlic  patronage  of  enlightened  men  ;  and  tlmy  have  had  the 
satisfaction  of  obtaining  the  aid,  and  receiving  the  animated  apprtibation,  of  many 
Individuals  who  are  field  in  universal  esteem  for  religious  and  intellectual  at- 
taiiuUtnts.  If  the  opinion  of  its  fiiends  might  be  relied  on,  the  general  merit 
of  its  execution,  particularly  in  the  departments  of  tlieology,  morals,  ilic  belles 
lettres,  matfiematics,  ^^tography,  British  antiquities,  political  ccoiwmy,  and 
oiieptal  literature,  would  justify  it  in  challenging  a  comparison  of  its  later 
volumes  with  any  similar  publication.  'J  o  sucli  a  comparison,  including  both 
tfie  tendency  and  the  ability  of  the  work,  they  freely  appeal;  confident  that 
its  tfsidt  w  ill  be  conformable  to  their  wishes,  in  the  opinion  of  all  w  Im  are 
truly  anxious  tor  ific  circulation  ot  knowledge,  the  prevalence  of  C'hi istianity, 
and  tlic  h.tppiness  of  mankind.
